FTER  two  years  in  Clifton  Forge  High  School,  the  activities  of  the  Class

The  Prom  was  a 
great  success. 

In  May,  the  Senior  rings  were  selected  in  order  that  they  might  be  received  at 
the  beginning  of  the  fall  semester.  The  class  also  elected  Miss  Fliess  as  its  Senior 
Sponsor.
